Protest marches continued 
throughout the nation, with demon- 
strations reported Wednesday in 
Shanghai and Changsha, the capital 
of Hunan province. 

Li declared martial law in Beijing 
on Saturday to restore order to the 
city where more than 1 million resi- 
dents have demonstrated in support 
of the students. 

The crackdown, apparently made 
with the approval of senior leader 
Deng Xiaoping, triggered wide- 
spread calls for Li’s ouster. 

Troops deployed on the outskirts of 
Beijing since Friday were prevented 
from moving on the square by throngs 
of people who surrounded the con- 
voys and built street barricades. The 
crowds pleaded with the soldiers not 
to attack and they retreated into bar- 
racks, leading to speculation that Li 
could not control the military. 

However, the army Headquarters 
of General Staff and General Political 
Department. published a letter 
Wednesday in the military newspa-

Beginning Fall 1989, BYU will au- 
tomatically charge students for 
health-care insurance unless students 
can show they have outside health in- 
surance for the semester, said Ryan 
L. Thomas, associate dean of Student 
Life. 

BYU-Hawaii and Ricks College 
charge a standardized fee each 
semester for health care. 

However, BYU students may 
choose from three different insurance 
plans. 

Students can select the plan which 
bests meets their budget and their 
medical needs, said Judy Loper, ad- 
ministrator for the student health- 
care program. 

Insurance for everyone 

BYU’s intention is not to be in the 
insurance business, or to provide a 
social-service plan which will cover all 
medical needs. 

The health-care plans will provide 
coverage for the majority of the stu- 
dents’ medical needs, said Thomas. 

All full-time students, their depen- 
dents and internship students may 
enroll in the plan. 

Students enrolled in BYU's in- 
surance program will pay $8 each 





time they visit the McDonald Health 
Center. 
Three plans offered 

BYU will offer a low option plan of 
$90 per semester, a standard option 
plan of $120 per semester and a high 
option plan of $160 per semester, said 
Thomas. BYU students’ dependents 
ean also enroll. 

The low option plan covers 30 per- 
cent of eligible charges up to $3,000 
and 80 percent of medical charges up 
to $15,000. 

The standard option plan covers 50 
percent of eligible charges up to 
$3,000 and 80 percent up to $18,200. 
The high option plan covers 80 per- 
cent of eligible charges up to $20,000. 





Not everything covered 

According to Thomas, services not 
covered under the insurance plan in- 
clude anything considered medically 
experimental, cosmetically related, 
or medically unnecessary. 

Students with pre-existing condi- 
tions will be covered by insurance if 
the problem ean be treated at the 
MHC, said Thomas. Those students 
with pre-existing conditions that can- 
not be treated at MHC will be re- 
quired to enroll in the program for 
four continuous semesters before cov- 
erage for these conditions will begin. 

Services such as hospitalization and 
outside physician service -must be co- 
ordinated through the MHC.

IRS changes law 
for young and old 


Exemptions cut on working 24-year-olds

New internal Revenue Service 
laws on dependents may affect many 
BYU taxpayers who file 1989 income 
tax returns. 

“On 1989 tax returns, taxpayers 
claiming a dependency exemption for 
a child who will be two years old by 
the end of 1989 will need a social secu- 
rity number for the child,” said Jan 
Hadley, the public affairs officer in 
the Salt. Lake City IRS District Of- 


“fice. 


This law is a chafige from the 1987 
law that required children five years 
and older to have a social security 
number, said Ray Parkinson, Provo 
Social Security Office manager. 

Parkinson said parents should file 
for the child’s social security number 
early to avoid problems. 

“In 1988 there was a six to seven 
week wait for the number to be pro- 
cessed. There is always a big rush

A second law change beginning in 
1989 affects the rules for claiming de- 
pendency exemptions. “You may not 
claim a dependency exemption for a 
child that is 24 years old by the end of 
1989 and had an income of over 
$2,000, even if the child is a full-time 
student,” said Hadley. 

“Taxpayers affected by this change 
may want to consider adjusting their 
Form W-4 with their employer.”

1975 fire came close to nuclear weapons 


WASHINGTON — A raging fire aboard the USS Belknap in 1975 came 
within 40 feet of nuclear weapons aboard the missile cruiser, according to 
documents released by a private group Wednesday. 

The collision in the Mediterranean between the Belknap and the aircraft 
carrier USS John F. Kennedy was widely reported, but the U.S. Navy did not 
report the nuclear aspect of the accident at the time or in lists compiled in 1981 
and 1986 of incidents involving nuclear weapons. 

A newly declassified cable written by the task force commander shortly 
after the accident and released by independent analyst William Arkin alerted 
superiors to the “high probability that nuclear weapons’ on the missile cruiser 
“were involved in fire and explosions subsequent to the collision.” 

The cable is the first Navy acknowledgment of the accident’s nuclear aspect. 
The Navy on Wednesday said no nuclear weapons were involved in the fire, 
and maintained its policy of refusing to comment on reports of nuclear weapons 
on its vessels. 

“The Navy is lying about its nuclear accident record to cover up the presence 
of nuclear weapons that are routinely placed aboard ships and which routinely 
visit foreign ports,” said Arkin, who released the documents with the environ- 
mental group Greenpeace. : 

Right sailors were killed and 46 were injured when the Belknap and the 
Kennedy collided 70 miles off Sicily on Nov. 26, 1975. 


Convicted murderer gets life in prison 


SALT LAKE CITY — Convicted murderer John Patrick Bruner was 
sentenced on Wednesday to life in prison after jurors were unable to reach 
agreement on the death penalty. 4 

Third District Judge David S. Young said he would recommended that 
Bruner serve his full term without parole, and added a consecutive 15-year 
sentence for a burglary conviction connected with the murder. 

Bruner, 22, was found guilty last Thursday of first-degree murder, aggra- 
vated burglary and burglary in the 1987 slaying of William Heyniger. 

“The nature of the offense was calculated,” Young said, explaining his 
ruling. Jurors deliberated less than two hours before reporting that there was 
no unanimous agreement for the death sentence sought by prosecutors. How- 
ever, Deputy Salt Lake County Attorney Robert Stott said afterwards that he 
was satisfied with the sentence.

Hatch wants health care more affordable 


WASHINGTON — Sen. Orrin Hatch on Tuesday called for sweeping 
changes in the nation’s health-care system to make medical insurance and 
treatment more affordable for the poor. 

In a speech at the National Press Club, the Utah Republican proposed 

_ spending $6 billion to $10.5 billion a year to help the 37 million uninsured 
Americans gain better access to health care. 

Hatch said the proposal would reduce overall health-care costs — thereby 
making insurance more affordable — by reducing malpractice suits, expand- 
ing sickness-prevention efforts and eliminating some expensive and perhaps 
unnecessary insurance options mandated by several states. 

In addition, it would provide direct governmental assistance by allowing all 
employers to deduct costs of providing health insurance; expand Medicaid to 
cover all people below poverty level; set up state insurance pools for “unin- 

~ surable” people; and allow employers of the “working poor” to buy into some 
Medicaid coverage at low cost. 

Hatch admits the plan is complicated, but he said it is much cheaper and 

more effective than a “quick fix” proposed by Sen Edward Kennedy, D-MAss. 


Utah’s measles epidemic moves north 


SALT LAKE CITY — Utahns who received measles vaccinations between 
1957 and 1970 need revaccinations, and children 15 months and older who have 
not had the shots should get them immediately, state health officials said. 

The state Department of Health warning comes as Utah’s measles epidemic 
moves northward, with cases reported this week in Davis and Weber counties, 
said Craig Nichols, state epidemiologist. 

“There have been 87 suspected cases of measles in the state, mainly from 








Carbon and Emery counties,” where the outbreak was first reported, said_ 


Nichols. 

There also have been a few cases reported in Salt Lake, Utah and Tooele 
‘counties. The youngest person with measles during this epidemic has been six 
months and the oldest 33. 


Nichols said he did not have an estimate on the number of people who need 


immunizations, “but it’s a lot. We’re worried about having enough vaccine for 
everyone.” 


Garn unaware of illegal contributions 


WASHINGTON — Sen. Jake Garn says he knows of no wrongdoing by his 
1986 campaign in accepting donations from Texas Savings and Loan officers 
who federal investigators now say got the money by defrauding their firms. 

“All contributions to my campaign committee in 1986 were from individuals 
and organizations legally entitled and eligible, under federal law, to make 
those contributions,” said Garn, R-Utah. : 

“Any inappropriate solicitation of those contributions by persons in no way 
connected to me or my campaign committee is something I would have no way 
of knowing,” he said in a prepared statement released Tuesday. 

“Personally, I find such behavior as that alleged in this case to be reprehen- 
sible, and if it is proven to be true, the individuals responsible should be 
punished,” Garn added. : 

In Dallas on Monday, federal investigators filed a complaint against a Texas 
S&L official who pleaded guilty to conspiring to funnel $55,000 of the thrift’s 
funds as donations to political candidates, including $2,000 to Garn.

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‘Y’ fusion researcher 
presents his findings

Jones and two other researchers 
working together on the cold fusion 
project presented information on how 
they measured their results. Experi- 
ments conducted at the University of 
Bologna and the National Institute of 
Nuclear Physics in Italy and also at 
the Los Alamos National Laboratory 
measured neutron emission rates 
similar to what Jones reported. 

The researchers in Italy and in Los 
Alamos were asked by Jones to con- 
duct his cold fusion experiment to 
check his work against their results. 
Jones said because of pressure from 
the publicity of his work on cold fusion 
he wanted to verify his results. 

A. Bertin represented the Univer- 
sity of Bologna at the conference, and 
said their results confirmed evidence 
of cold fusion. Howard Menlove of 
Los Alamos National Laboratory said 
their experiments measured low neu- 
tron emission rates that could have 
been caused by fusion, but they don’t 
know for sure.

Jones said he was happy with the 
results of the other experiments con- 
ducted to check the validity of his pro- 
ject, and said “things keep turning up 
roses — not trees — but roses.” 

“It’s cold fusion at a small but very 
scientifically intriguing level,” Jones 
said. 

“Tt’s not at a commercial level.” 

Moshe Gai of Yale University said 
during a question and answer period 
following the presentations that the 
measurements reported by the Uni- 
versity of Bologna were not precise » 
enough. _ 

“It’s like trying to weigh an anchor x 
with and without the ship,” said Gai. 

“You have a very large error bar in x 
the weighing of the ship,” he said. 9 
“T’m not saying the experiments are »& 
wrong, but before you start, work on ¥& 
your background.” 

The cold fusion project 
his collaborators are working on does 
not produce the excess heat the Uni- 
versity of Utah’s cold fusion project 
does, said Jones. 

“You put a watt into our system, 
you lose a watt,” he said. 

Jones said his finding of low emis- 
sion rates of neutrons actually chal- 
lenges the notion that heat is a cold 
fusion reaction, the Associated Press 
said. 

The use of cold fusion as the alter- 
native energy source will require 
more experimentation, and scientists 
can’t say “I saw neutrons; ergs, cold 
fusion is going to be the power source 
of the future,” said Jones. 

However, Jones said the study of 
cold fusion will produce new physics. 

“We'll have some fun studying 
this,” he said. “It involves a number 
of disciplines ... and I think that if we 
work together we'll understand this.”

“An extreme minority of people are 
fanning the flames, creating turmoil, 
with the goal of negating the leader- 
ship of the Chinese Communist Party 
and the socialist system,” it said. 

“In the face of this great struggle 
between truth and falsehood, we 
must maintain a clear mind.” 

Widespread military support of the 
crackdown was reported by the offi- 
cial Xinhua News Agency. 

It said six of seven army com- 
mands, the air force and navy ap- 
proved. Only the Beijing command 
was not mentioned. 

The official China News Service re- 
ported that 26 of 31 provinces an- 


nounced support for the govern- °

Here we find his real motivation. 
Grigg does not care so much for 
democracy as he does for U.S. secu- 
rity. 

Grigg and his ilk have supported 
and do support some of the most cor- 
rupt regimes, with hardly a word said 
for democracy, solely because they 
are pro-U.S. It is said that Rome con- 
quered the world in self defense. 

Grigg apparently thinks that this is 
how we must ensure our security. 
This is patently ridiculous, for if we 
live by the law of “might makes right” 
we must acknowledge the possibility 
of a mightier country conquering us in 
order to preserve its security. 

Jesus put it aptly when he said, 
“Those who live by the sword shall die 
by the sword.”

President George Bush nominated 
BYU graduate Dee V. Benson 
Wednesday as the U.S. attorney for 
the district of Utah. 

According to The Associated 
Press, Bush nominated Benson, 40, 
who has been interim U.S. attorney 
in Salt Lake City since earlier this 
year and has been an associate deputy 
attorney general since last year.

“T thought Dee always did a great 
job. He isa great litigator in court, his 
personality is the type that makes 
him easy to work with,” said Hatch. 

“He'll represent the United States 
Government and all of its agencies. 
It’s a burdensome and responsible 
job. 

“The U.S. Attorney will represent 
us in any case that arises in the State 
of Utah whether criminal or civil,” 
said Whitman. 

The President relies on the mem- 
bers of the senate to make recommen- 
dations from their states. 

It was the opinion of both Sens. 
Hatch and Garn that it should be Ben- 
son, said Dave Porter, press secre- 
tary for Hatch. 

Benson was nominated to a four- 
year term to succeed Brent D. Ward, 
according to the AP.

Five arrested for chemical possession

Five people were arrested Tuesday 

night in connection with possessing 
100 pounds of a chemical used to make 
the narcotic crank, said Provo Police 
Capt. George Pierpont. 

Pierpont said a local motel notified 
police saying that motel workers no- 
ticed a strong odor of chemicals com- 
ing from one of the motel rooms. 

Police thought it might be contami- 
nated chemicals and told the fire de- 
partment to go to the motel, said Pier- 
pont. 

Lt. Keith Teuscher, a Provo police 
detective, said he knew the smell was 
not that of contaminated chemicals. 

“These type of chemicals give off a 
peculiar odor and are easy to iden- 
tify,” Teuecher said. 

Pierpont said the chemical pheny- 
lacetie was purchased from a local 
chemical company. 

He said by itself the chemical is 
harmless and would not be considered 
a controlled substance, but when 
mixed with other chemicals it can pro- 
duce crank. 

Pierpont said police observed the 
suspects taking several chemicals in 
and out of the motel room. 

When police realized the suspects
